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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding to claims 3-5 and 9-14, applicant's 
arguments regarding to "intended use" are fully considered but are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's 
conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a 
sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within 
the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's 
disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). In this case, the claimed 
invention recites an intended use, although Hayosh fails to discuss the intended use which is to receive and print the hash value containing 
in the MICR line of a check, Hayosh's computer system is capable of printing and verifying the hash value containing in the MICR line of a 
check. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Hayosh's to 
include the feature above for the purpose of enhancing the security in processing a check. Therefore, examiner decides to maintain the 
rejections regarding to claims 3-5 and 9-14 .
